countries, should not have the 
right to apply for Court hear- 
ings in the United States. . 

The decision, given by six 
Judges to three, reversed a rul- 
Ing of the Court of Appeals. 

The decision applied speclt\~ 
cally to the cases of Ludwig 
Erhardt and 20 other G:rman 
civillans who were tried by an 
American Military Commission 
in Nanking in 1046. 

They were charged with 
engaging in military activities 
against the Uniled States In 
China after Germany had sure 
rendered. 

The Governinent had appeal-
